WOULD WIPE US OUT. 


tyX-SBCRETARV of the Treasury George S. 
d Boutwell oi Massachusetts is worrying himself 
in his old age, and probable senility, over the fact 
that small States are allowed the same representa- 
tion in the national Senate as the large ones. In 
•a article that he contributes to the Philadelphia 
Record, the venerable gentleman wails piteously 
over the'"in justice," and suggests as a remedy, not 
the reduction of representation, but the wiping out 
of Nevada and two or three other western States 
which do not come up to his requirement in tbe 
matter of population. . His proposition is a consti- 
tutional amendment, requiring population equal to 
one four-hundredth part of the aggregate popula- 
tion of the country as a prerequisite to Statehood, 
and that those already admitted and which do not 
come up to that standard shall cease to be States 
and shall be returned to a territorial condition. 
As Mr. Boutwell belongs to a party which believes 
that toe constitution does not follow the flag, and 
with a Supreme .Court possessing such remarkable 
powers and resources, it is perhaps a little strange 
that he could not find some shorter cut by which 
the blotting out of a number of States from our 
national banner could be accomplished. 


But jesting aside, it is a matter of wonderment 


that such a proposition should be seriously enter- 
tained by an ex-cabinet officer who was in active 
politics during tbe Civil war. and who strongly 
advocated the admission of Nevada as a " war 
necessity" to assure tbe adoption of a constitutional 
amendment which was an essential to the successful 
prosecution of .the war, and which was the greatest 
factor, next to army and navy, in shortening its 
duration. Has the old man also forgotten how 
greatly the nation, during those troublous times, 
was indebted for the maintenance of its credit to 
Nevada, whose unprecedented output of gold and 
silver bullion was its principal and almost its only 
pledge for its securities at home and abroad, and 
without which its financial condition would have 
been almost as deplorable as that of the Confederacy 
itself r Nevada hits more than ten times earned 
her place of representation on the blue of the 
national ensign, with all of the rights and privileges 
attending its placement thereon, and its removal 
by others would constitute almost as great an act of 
treason as a declaration of secession adopted by our 
own legislature in joint convention assembled. 


We have spoken more particularly of Nevada in 


this connection because it was the especially "hor- 
rible example"/*!! illustration of the "injustice" of 
population dispruportionment of representation in 
the upper house of Congress, and because our little 
commonwealth, although the least populous of any 
inlhe Union, has contributed ten times more solid 
wealth to the nation than some others of more than 
ten times its number of inhabitants. 


The question of representation was long and 


carefully considered by the framers of our federal 
constitution, and the equality of States in tbe one 
branch was considered essential to the -protection 
of the rights of the smaller ones, while the rights of 
the larger ones were amply provided for by repre- 
sentation proportioned upon population in the 
•ther branch. The system has worked well and the 
reasons for its adoption are none the less cogent for 
its continuance. But there is a way by which the 
objections of the ancient ex-statesman of Massa- 
chusetts could be overcome. Not by wiping out, 
but by building up States. All of the offending 
eye-sores are located in the arid and semi-arid sec- 
tions, which only need the one element to render 
them so productive and attractive that the four- 
hundredth ratio would be exceeded in less than 
half a decade after its procuraiice. Doubtless the 
ex-secretary is an enthusiastic supporter of the 
administration's insular policy. If old age. has made 
him far sighted, let him put on shorter range spec- 
tacles which will perhaps enable him to discern a 
method that will settle the. question of population 
by legislative and executive action, and without 
resorting to the round-about process of constitu- 
tional change.
